take account of the requirements of all the nations as well as of 
their importance, and ‘since this, according to the paper, {s im-

Discovery ‘At 


St. James’s Palace 


Cavalier. Times Recalled 
By Window Writing 


(By SIR CECIL HARCOURT-SMITH) 


curlous discovery was mado 
during the exhibition at St. 
James's Palace, of the wedding 
présents. to the Duke and Duchess 
of Gloucester. On ao glass pane 
jn one of the windows of tha 
Throne Room is an inscription, 
written with a diamond, statins 
that =| 
“Thos Sinith broke his Rist 
and fell In the, Garden throw 
this window, May the 30th 

1767." 

The spelling of tho inscription 
{s obviously nat according to 
Cocker; but even in the second 
half of the 18th century the rules 
of spelling, espectally in other 
than printed matter, wero not too 
atrictly observed. On the other 
hand, the style of lettering is de- 
corative, and would seem to he 
that of an educated person. 

Who, thon,. was ‘Thomas Smith, 
and what wero the details of the 
accident. here recorded? What 
was he doing Jn the Throne. Room. 
to which preaumnbly only privi- 
leged: persons or officinis have 
usually had access? Tho records 
of tho Lord Chambcrlain’s office 
throw no light on tho question, 
and-{t is lefp to the imngination 
to propose a solution of the pro- 
blemi : : 

Gallant, or Glnzicr? 

Various suggestions: have ‘been 
made as to the possible identity of 
Thomas Smith. It is a little un- 
fortunate that the hero, or victim, 
of the occurrence did not possess 
a more distinctive patronymic. 

Was our Thomas a hero? Was 
he some gallant who broke his 
‘Ntat"’ climbing to the window In 
an escapade of love, or in some 
hot-blooded difference with a rival 
in the affections of some lady of 
fashion? If so, why should he 


,yhave fallen through the window, 
unless ho wore struggling near it 
‘lor: climbing to’ an assignation? 


Both alternatives most unseemly 
in connection with the Throne 
Room. P : 

Alas, ft must be: confessed that 
there js a much more common- 
place alternative which is more 
than probable: that Thomas was 
elther o ‘glazier or a window- 
elennor. is 

Wo may probably dismiss the 
window-cleaner, as it is scarcely 
possible that so humble aa 
oficin! would have dared to leave 


.Jhls permanent mark on a Palace 


window. A glazier, however, was 
in those days a craftsman of some 
repute. Glaziers from carly times 


wero not only men who set glass 
in windows, but artists who paint- 
ed on glans. 
The Loyalist’s Prayer 

In 1638 Charles J. granted a 
charter incorporating the freemen 
of the “Mistery or Arte of Glasicrs 
and Paintord of Giasse of the City 
of London.” So that glaziers had 
good reason to bless King Charles 
IL 


We. know that in many public 
buildings of all ages masons have 
Jeft their marks or their names 
ns the slgn-manual of work they 
have done. ‘there is no reason 
why o glazicr should not have 
been prompted by the same desire 
of immortallsing himself. As o 
matter of fnet there {sin the Lon- 
don Museum a pane of glass from 
the enst window of Old Temple 
Bar which bears the inscription, 
“J, W. Sewell, glazier, July 22nd, 
1638"—the very year in which the 
glaziers’ charter was granted. 

One discovery Is apt to lead to 
another. Since the Thomas Smith 
inscription was found it trans- 
pires that one of the windows in 
the Guard Room at St. Jamos’s 
Palace is engraved with simflar 
inacriptions, One of these ap- 
pears to have a special historical 
significance. It runs: 


William Rutherford. 
God Bless 


Ki. 

The writing, which {5 well en- 

graved, compares with that of the 
Sewell inscription, and would ap- 
pear to be of much the same, or 
slightly later, date. 
_ When we remember that King 
Charles I., according to tradition, 
spent in this very room at St. 
James's Palace the last night be- 
fore his execution, it is not dif- 
ficult to picture the circumstances. 
Willinm Rutherford, who may 
have been in attendance on the 
King, having inscribed his name,’ 
felt the desire, which must have 
been in many minds at tho time, 
to add an expression of his loyalty 
to his’ Master. : 

We may suppos: that he intend- 
ed to write “Kine Charles,” but 
before his task was completed he 
was interrupted, probably by one 
of the Roundhend Guards, and not 
allowed to finish his self-imposed 
teak?’ One wonders what, if any, 
form of penalty he underwent fer 
this audacious assertioa of his 
opinions, 

If this supposition is wall 
founded, it fa unfortunate that he 
was unable to add-the date, which 
might have strengthened the pro-

Raleigh and His Queen 

Tho habit of ongraying inscrip- 
tions on window-pancs was, “of 
course, not uncommon in the 17th 
and 18th conturies. Tho classical 
Instance In history is the account 
in Fuller’s “Worthios” of tho sup- 
posed exchanges of couplets he- 
tween Qucon Elizabeth and Sir 
Walter Raleigh. He

“Fain would I climb

and the Queen to have replied 


“If thy henrt {ails thee 
Climb not nt all.” 
This pretty story, like that of 


Raletgh’s now puprple  clonk 
spread over the puddlo - for 
Gloriana to walk upon, resta on 
somewhat uncertain evidence; but 
there ia this in favour of their 
probability, that they are both in 
keeping with what wo know of 

Raloigh’s character. It is at least 
significant .that the episodes 
seem to have occurred’ just at the 
time when, from being compara- 
tively unknown, he sprang sud- 
denly into favour. 

Raleigh was no mean veralfier; 
of his chief poem, “Cynthia,” no 
leas a critic than Edmund Spen- 
ner wrote to him in 1590, describ- 
ing it as “your own excellent con- 
ceit.” It is not unlikely, there- 
fore, that he may have couched 
his ambitious sentiment in verse, 
even of 80 artless a form. 

The two inscriptions in St. 
James’s Palnco would thus seem 
to stand in a separate . category 
from tho innumerable names 
which In all times and places have 
been carved or written, somotimes 
rerording the vows of lovers but 
generally in the desire to per- 
petuate m memory or a thought. 
Orlando, in “As You Like It,” 
glorifies the rather vulgar habit 
of cutting names on tree-trunks 
when he says, “Tongues I'll hang 
on every tree.” 

“Peter Abbott” _ 

The walls of the dungeons in 
old Newgate Prison and the Tower, 
show the tragle side. On the 
other hand, the back of the Coro- 
nation Chair in Westminster 
Abbey {s scored with tho more idle 
and purposeless of such ‘Inscrip- 
tions. One of tho latest and more 
curlous of these is the record of 
one Peter Abbott, who wagered 
that he would write his name’ at 
night on Purcell’s monument in 
the north aisle. 

-The -person-in quostion, who is 
otherwise compleptely unknown, 
hid among the tombs and effected 
his horrid purpose; not only‘that. 
but-he wrote on the Coronation 
Chair: “Peter Abbott slept in, 
this Chair July 5, 1800.” As Dean 
Stanley remarked, he thereby 
proved “not only the reckloss Irre- 
verence of the intruder, but the 
universal attraction of the relic.” 
One may hone that Thomas 
Smith's inscription {s.due to a less 
frivolous cause. -

The Wong Bong Sunday Werald.

qvROM year to year the harbour of Hong Kong welcomes the 

flay of practically every nation that “goes down to 'the 
sea in ships” with impartial hospitality, but in many cases the 
visit is of annual routine, and is taken as a matter of.course. 
The call of the Karlsrnke however, to show the fluy on a ship 
of war for the first time for twenty-two years, is an outstanding 
event, and calls for special comment. We pride ourselves on 
being a practical people, and in ereeting men of other nations 
we realise that it is the future’and not the past that is best 
worth our thought. It is a very superficial augury of the future 
that counts only facts that cnn bo calculated and expressed in 
figures and leaves unconsidered the currents of sentiment and 
aspiration, This voyage round the world and the visits to so 
many of the great, ports to show the German flag where it used 
to be familiar is one of the acts that is most indicative of the 
German emotions of the day in face of what seems to them a 
hostile world. We know very well that no high-spirited people 
will tolerate a position of what looks like subjection for a moment 
longer than circumstances compel, and that the present regime 
has got a grip of the German soul because it promises to remove 
the last traces of a secondary position. The British Government 
has recently signed a treaty which to us scems fully to recognise 
the right to naval security, and to some others seems to do #0 
even to excess. However that may be, as the young officers 
being trained on the Karlarnke grow up to positions of command 
they will find that our people have no illusions as to the place 
that a nation of eighty million. industrious and disciplined 
citizens must occupy among the Great Powers, and that their 
first object is to put life into the conception of a family of 
European peoples combining by methods other than war to secure 
for cach complete safety without the. terrible burden of arma- 
ments designed to outdo every other nation, 

Another thing that we quite understand is the German 
doctrine of “Macht.” That theory implies a cynical. contempt 
for explanations or urguments or compromises, teaching that 
the only efficacious argument is the threat of force on the one 
side and the fear of it on the other. We deplore thut philosophy, 
because it would develop a world in which the only social rela- 
tionships were those of master and stuve, which is barren of 
all the elements that go to make a full life of individual woll- 
being: and social progress. But again we sce that the recent 
past has given excuse for a desire for national self-assertion, 
and that the only real cure would be the. perception that it 
was no longer necessary. That can only come when there is 
n general disposition to deal justly with all the dissatisfied 
nations, and an equal disposition on then part to help by sub- 
mitting their cases to some other test than war. All this stems 
Jike mere moonshine in the light of the facts that face us all 
round the world, that all the treatigs: Actually achieved are 
being repudiated and that everybody is arming as if the general 
war were coming to-morrow. . 

Even during the years when conditions were ‘very. similar, 
the yenrs before 1914, when everybody could see the tornado 
rushing near, there was never any personal animosity between 
the German and the British Fleots. Admiral. Tirpitz and Sir 
John Fisher used to correspond in terms of. unconventional 
friendship, looking on. themse!ves simply as professional men 
engaged in the ‘same job, though this guaintly happened to 
be to. blow each other up. Some psychologist of the future who 
has allowed his studies to stray beyond the beaten and narrow 
track that passes for psychology at the moment can perhaps 
explain this strange frenk of human nature, but on the first 
Christmas Day in the trenches orders had ‘to be issued to forbid 
fraternisation,’ and memoirs of old wars reveal that the 
enemies were frequently more inclined to be generous to each 
other, in intervals between trying to kill cach other, than to 
the “friends” .who had sent-them to-fight..-It does not seem 
to make, sense, The biggest revolution of. al}. will be when 
some day people recognise that it is not sonse, ~

Mr. Lau King-tsing, one of thalq 


oldest and ‘best-known men in the 
rice business of the Colony. 
Mr. Lau, who was born in Hong 
Kong on Octobor 65, 1887, recoiv- 
ed his education first at the Sal 
Ying Pun Government School and 
afterwards at Queen's Colloge. 
During his three years at tho lat- 
tor ho pursuod his regular course 
of study In tho morning and’ in 


the afternoon acted as studont {n-| ° 


torproter at the Secretariat for 
Chinese Affairs. On Ieaving 
Queen's Collogo in 1907 he joined 
tho Government service, first 98 
clerk and intorproter at tho Gov- 
arnmont Disinfecting Station, then 
at tho Centra! Police Station and 
subsequently ot the Water Police 
Station, Kowloon and Now Torrl- 
torics. : 
Tenching In Canton 

On the conclusion of five years 
in Government Service Mr. Lau 
went to Canton an teacher of 
English in the Canton Military 
Schoo! and various girls’ acade- 
mies and was also employed for 
some time, on account -of his 
knowledge of English, In the Sur- 
voy Department of the Board of 
Conservancy Works of Kwang- 
tung. 

The unfavouroble exchange 
eventually decided him to re- 
linquish his Canton appointments 
and return to Hong Kong, where 
he entered the rice business, in 
which he has remained ever since, 
serving successively with the 
Cheung On Rice Guild, the Kung 
On Rice Guild and the Hoi Ngan 
Rice Guild and then joining the 
Man Chung Yuen and Kung Yuen 
rice firm, at that tlme the largest 
concern of its kind In the Colony. 
He was with thia firm during the 
seamen’s strike of 1922, when It 
was part of his duty to suporin- 
tend the loading. and unloading of 
ships conveying the firm's cargr 
and he recalls that he had to ob- 
tain a, permit from the police to 
carry a revolver, which he dis- 
played ostentatiously in induc- 
ing the cargo coolies to continue 
working. ; 

Shipping Company Manager 
Mr. Lau {s now Manager of the 
Hoi Yeung ‘Shipping Company, 
which carries rice for the Nam 
Tai Long firm, of which ho Is 
Secretary. He is also loco! re- 
presentative of the Canton office 
of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance 
Co, Ltd. and -ropresentative of 
the native department of the Hong 
Kong Fire Insurance Co. Ltd. 
and the Canton Insurance Office.

regulate an’ ingrained habit of 
mankind; ad the new provi- 
sions are all in the form of ver- 
bal chan in the sections of 
previous Ordinances, so discon- 
nected that nobody reading them 
alone could form any opinion of 
what they are all about. Its 
object is. to suppress betting in 
the street—of which there is 
very little sign in Hong Kong 
—and in premises that are only 
hired for that express purpose. 
The definition of the purpose in 
the third subsection ofthe third 
section by its wording’ indicates 
how protean may be the forms 
adopted, 


Definition Of Taboo. Premises 


IIE Ordinance defines the 
forbidden premises uB 
those “for the purpose of bet- 
ting) with persons resorting 
thereto or for the purpose of 
any money or valuable thing he- 
ing received as or. for the con- 
sideration for any ansurance, 
undertaking, oy agreement, ¢X- 
press or implied, to pay or give 
thereafter any money or 
valuable thing ‘on any event or 
contingency of or relating to any 
horse race, Or pony race, fight, 
yame, sport or exercise, or 48 
or for the consideration — for 
accuring the paying or giving 
any money or valuable thing on 
any such event or contingency”.

Geneva, Yesterday. 

At the recent meeting of the 
League Council. the Seeretary- 
General of the League officially 
announced’ the coming into force 
of the protocol of Soptember 14. 
1929, concerning the revision of 
the Statute of the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. 
Amendments to thia Statute pro- 
vide for the abolition of Deputy 
Judges. 

The Court now consists of 16 
members in all. Stricter condi- 
tlons are contemplated regarding 
the Incompatibility of other duties 
for judges, who are prohibited 
not only from exercising political 
or administrative functions but 
may not engage In any other oc- 
cupntlon of a professional nature. 
Tho systom of sessions, convened 
when necessary, is . roplaced by 
the principle of a Court perman- 
ently in session xcept . during 
Judicial vacations. Even then it 
may be summoned urgently.

“Precious Things” of the Library.

Tho writer must traco 
with a brush that, through tho 
long years of cultivation and study, 
has learnt to obey; his mind, 
wrist, fingers and brush.

Brush-making Art. 


The Chinese brush must bo soft 
and clastic; those skilled in its uso 
can discern the slightest differ- 
ences. Hairs are laid in a regu- 
lar manner and brought to a dell- 
cate tip, calling for neat fingers 
and great akill in the making. 
The thickness, of course, varies 
according to the typo of writing 
or painting for which the brush is 
to be used. rt j 

Ming T’ien of the Ch'in dynasty 
is thought to bo the first to mako 
a painting brush, but there, fs a 
story about the Duke of Chou 
painting a tortoiso ‘with a brush, 
and Confuctus,.too, is credited 
with having one.
